Thf) position of our local conteia- 
porury is at once i)itiful and contempt- 
ible. ' Its necessities require it to at- 
tempt the feat of ruling at the same 
time two honses going in an opposite 
direction.' The V)ost appointotl circus 
with the most agiln baroback riders, or 
the most elastic india-rublicr men have 
failed to aceompli.sh the feat; but their 
failure will not deter our contemporary 
from trying the same thing, oven 
though an inevitable tumble .stares it 
in the face. The chances are desperate, 
and its poverty, not its will, consents; 
but the goal once reached the reward 
is certain. Should it fail it argues 
that the s.awdust is soft and yielding, 
and no bones will be broken. At this 
moment our contemporary .stands 
pledged to the ruinous and seditious 
■ policy of the Local Govornnient, 
which demands that I'aihvay construc- 
tion shall begin in British Columbia 
before the first day of May next, or 
that the Province' shall then bo al- 
lowed to separate from the Dominion 
and return to tlie degrading iind serf- 
like position of a Orown Colony. It 
also affects to stand pledged to the pol- 
icy of SiK John Macdoxald, which, 
BO far as it is understood hero, is to do 
the best that the resources of Cana la 
will permit in furtherance of treaty 
obligations with the Province, (>nt vn 
no account and in no event to coii.'<e>it 
to the wilhdmical of Bntlsli Columhia 
from the Confcdfmtion. Could two 
polioies.be more opposite in tlieir scope 
than those of the Federal and Provin- 
cial Governments with respect to the 
dismemberment of the Empire, which 
the foremost statesman of Canada had 
so largo a .share in rearing and cement- 
ing? Yet we find our contemporary 
accepting both policies as the "correct 
thing" and adopting both as its politic- 
al creedl Wo have llie higiiest author- 
ity for saying that a man cainiot ser\-c 
two masters — God and ^Mammon 
Neither can our contemjtorary servo 
his country and the Provincial Govern- 
ment at one and the same time, unless 
the two policies can bo harmonized by 
the adoption of a sensible and patriotic 
course of action by the Local Govern- 
ment, and the efi'aceinont of the Separ- 
ation resolutions from tliq journals of 
the House. In its frantic sti-uggle to 
* cling to one master and Jiokl fast to 
the other, our contemporary saw fit on 
the 23d of last montii to attribute to 
Sill John' !M.\cdonai,d sentimetits of a 
disgraceful and unpatriotic character. 
It placed words in his mouth which we 
feel sure he never dreampt of uttering, 
and stated in a direct and anunequivo 
cal manner that Sir John, before con- 
senting to stand for election at Victoria, 
had solemnly pletlged himself to the 
commencement of railway construction 
in the Province on the 1st of jNIny, 
1879, and failing such commencement 
to advocate the Separation of the Prov 
ince from the Dominion ! We said at 
the time, what we i-epeat now, that no 
pledge of any kind was exacted from 
Sir John before or after his election as 
member for Victoria. Ho was return- 
ed unpledged — the only understanding 
being the tacit one that he will do 
all that lies in his power to advance the 
interests of the Province, which, it is 
hoped, will include the vigorous prose 
cution of railway work. On the 7th of 
the present month our contemporary 
"harked back," declaring that so long as 
Sir Joiik did the best he could for the 
Province, and made an earnest eflbrt to 
do something, the peojjle of Brit- 
ish Colnmbia would rest content. 
This was a very moderate and sensible 
admission, and cjuite different from the 
foolish and false assertion of a fortnight 
before. We imagined that we had 
heard the last of Siu Joiix Mac- 
DOKALD being pledged to advocate the 
Separation of the Province from the 
Dominion. But not so. Like the cow 
that gave the pailful of milk and then 
kicked it over, our contemporary yes- 
terday retired from its well-taken posi- 
tion of the 7th inst. and reiterated tlie 
assertion that Siu John is ]iledged to 
the Separation policy of the Local Gov- 
ernment. They say aboard ship when 
the compass Hies from point to point 
that it is influenced by "local attrac- 
tion." We greatly fear that the unre- 
liable compa.ss of the Standard as it 
travels to and fro across the political 
dial is affected by both local and fed- 
eral attraction, and tliat in an eflbrt 
to plea.se both it has become so un- 
trustworthy that it must shortly be 
discarded or one of the Govern- 
ments at least come to grief. It 
. iat,folly7:s-it is downright madness— for 
the Local Government to instruct its 
organ to prepare a political bill of fare 
in which Separation forms the only 
dish and ask the Premier of Canada to 
partake of it on the principle of "open 
your mouth and .shut your eyes and I'll 
give you something that '11 make you 
wise," Sir John Macdonald is not 
pledged to Separation, any more thaii 
the people of Victoria are pledged to 
that folly; and we can prove (and 
intend to do it) from the columns of 
our contemporary itself, and the utter- 
^•it,^i,".a»ce| of ij* re.^ppnsible editor^Mr. De- 
• Cosmos)*' 'that ' the ''Separation ' of the 
Province would be the most ruinous 
course that could possibly be adopted for 
the good of this conimouwealth. It is 
by remaining in the union th.it we can 
• -hope tinally to obtain the railway, and 
preserve the beneficial; institutions of 
Free Government, under which there is 
ft constitutional remedy for every public 
wron^.

Editoh (.'olon 1ST: -This l'|-o\ilico 
of British Coluiiiliia is very like the 
Irish estate on wliicli tlie O'l'ooies 
built tiio limekilns. It is very iari;"; 
ii posscssen vast natural resoinrcs, and 
the [leoph.' are not ricli. Tli(> tliree 
members of our local govoniinent, like 
tlio O'Tooles, belii-vi' in the digiiifiod 
policy of doing notliiiig at all, and tiie 
Province may lie called thoir Irish es- 
tate. It must be a consolation to tlie 
citizena of Victoria who take an inter- 
est in tlie welfare of tiie eoiiutry to .sei? 
thoKO Solons, will) arc su[)iiosi'il to di- 
rect the destinies of a magniliceul por- 
tion of the Dominion, uiiirchiug owr 
the bridge every day to take a smoke' 
or talk a little nonsense. And isn't it 
joily to .see them marcliinj^ back again 
after doing nothing at all ? Tlioy re- 
mind mo of a home scene. Tn 1810 
the three O'Tooles (iwiioil ;i vast estate 
in the west of Ireland; thoy liorroui'il 
and expended live tliousniid pounds in 
building limekilns. It was a sad --ight 
to SCO tliem ninrehiug round inspecting 
tlio workj and it wus amusing to hear 
them talk of the wonderful results to 
be produced by lime as a fertilizer 
of the undraiiied niarHh. Every one 
in tlio district excejit I liemse! ves knew 
that lininkihis without liiucstoni' wouli.! 
he u.selcsK. Tiiere was not a lime stone 
on the estate. Tlie kilns wore not i 
wortli a straw. No wonder the O'- 
Tooles returned to the diffnilied policy 
of doing nothing at all. Two of our 
three local O'Tooles built the ro.-id by 
the Eraser. It is as useful as the 
limekilu.s, and the result of that un- 
fortunate attempt at developing re- 
sources ends in the present policy of 
doing nothing. We are safe enough 
wliilo tliey smoke cigars iiiid talk non- 
sense; but if they are moved by tho 
natural dcsirt: to do somotliing tli.'V 
may ruin the Province. Let us pray 
that we may be saved, as the people on 
the Irish estate were saved from the 
policv of the O'Tooles by a fortunate 
accident. 

In ISfjO the Irish estate was sold and 
purchased liv a niaii who had brains. 
He borrov.ed fortv lliousaiid pounds 
and expended evi'iy ]ienny of it 'on 
roads, bridges, drainage and new houses. 
What was a waste is new a g.irilen, .and 
the people are i-ieli. 'J'hi.s man had 
some knowledge of the art that enables 
a statesman to iiicrease wealtli by in- 
creasing debt. He knew that a 
judicious expenditure of borrowed 
luonoy creates wealth, and that the 
money borrowed for such a purf)o.so is I 
not an incumbrance. The tlignified { 
policy of doing notiiiiig .at all would 
disgust him. If we couhl get him here 
and make him Prime Minister lie would 
make a garden of thi; Province. But 
we have the O'Tooles and we must 
have patience until wc get a chance, 
and then we shall fling tlioniselves and 
their do-nothing jiolicy to the winds. 
It is lolly to sec our three solons doing 
nothing at all and the peo}ile who jilac- 
ed them whore thoy are jierfrctl}' 
astonished, and afraid tfi s.ay a word for 
fear of the result. 

Everyone says "if they arc roused to 
action they are sure to build a road on 
tho other side of the Fraser. " Silenec, 
I say, our wise men ;ir'^ well enij loyed 
doiug nothing at all.

At the present juncture of afVairs it 
is worth while noting what tho existing 
boundary line to the Ru.ssiaii posse.s- 
sions in Central Asia is as drawn on 
their own maii.s. The most recent map 
issued by tho Turkestan Topographical 
Department makes no change in the 
frontier lino north of what is often 
(for want of a better name) c.-illod 
Kashgariii. From the meridian of Kuld- 
ja the lino follows ju-etty closely the 
water line parting of the Tiaii-Shan 
]Mountaiiis as far as the Soiik Pass. 
But hero, instead of following the Alai 
range, which has been liitlu>rto consid- 
ered to bo the southern limit of Ferg- 
hana, it turns almost directly soutii- 
ward, and taking in the great Kara- 
Kul Lake, advances to a point only 
150 miles distant, as tho crow Hies, 
from the nearest point of Kashmir 
Territory! This it may be observed, 
I'H jiiis.iaii/, is rather dili'erent from the 
•loO miles usually assumed to seiiarate 
the two I'lmpires. After raniiiiig with 
a general westward direction for about 
fifteen miles, the boundary turns and 
rejoins the originally accepted frontier 
about the meridian of Ivliokand. But 
the manner in which it leaps across 
streanu- and water ji;irtiiigs in ordi-r to 
do this is suggestive of further ",syni- 
uietrical rectilicvitions'' in a soutlieilv 
direction. From the last mentioned 
point it runs westward, just as shown 
on the last edition of Colonel Walker's 
map of Turkestan, but only for a dis- 
tance of sixty miles, and then bre.-iks 
otl" in a nianner as susiiicions as it is 
abrupt, for a gap of nearly 100 mili-s. 
It then follows the ohl frontier line up 
the Oxus. The abovo map contains 
a great deal of new information about 
the Piimir, Karateghin, and Hissar 
countries, wliich English cartograpliers 
will do well to take note of. — London 
At/ienmim.
